O  R  the  benefit  of  mankind,  and 
in  juftice  to  my  own  character,  I 
have  been  advifed  to  give  fome 
account  of  my  felf,  and  of  the  ex¬ 
cellent  remedy  which,  for  fome 
years,  I  have  prepared,  for  curing  the  fits  of 
the  Gout,  and  all  its  fymptoms,  and  kindred 
jdiftcmpers.

under  our  care  :  Such  were  that  of  theMarquifs 
of  Lind  fey,  Earl  of  Exeter ,  Earl  of  Ganesbo - 
rough ,  Earl  of  Nottingham ,  the  Lord  Vifcount 
Hatton ,  many  gentlemen’s,  and  others.  About 
1710.  he  refigned  his  {hare  of  the  co-partnerflup 
to  me,  which  bufinefs  I  have  carried  on  ever 
iince;  I  may  fay,  without  boafling,  fuccefsfully; 
I  was  many  years  received  by  a  noble  Peer  in 
the  neighbourhood,  with  particular  marks  of  e- 
fleem  ;  and,  as  an  inilance  of  his  opinion  of  my 
judgment  in  phyfick,  he  commanded  me,  only, 
to  attend  him  in  his  laft  illnefs,  which  I  did  for 
40  days  and  nights.  Nor  could  my  own  remon- 
{trances,  back’d  with  the  weight  of  the  Countefs 
his  confort,  and  his  friends,  prevail  on  him  to  call 
in  other  advice.  Further,  to  protect  me  from 
thofe  that  would  be  ready  to  refent  my  thus 
pradiilno,  he  commanded  me  that  I  fhould  take 
out  a  licenfe'  from  the  Archbilhop,  which  after 
fome  time  I  did :  Since  then,  I  have  pradifed 
phyfick,  and,  to  fuch  as  have  thought  fittocon- 
fnlt  me,  I  hope  I  may  fay,  without  vanity,  I 
have  difcharged  my  duty  with  as  much  reputa¬ 
tion  and  fuccefs,  as  any  other  praditioner  in 
thefe  parts-. 
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The  learned  Dr.  Friend  fays  well,  in  his  hif- 
*ory  of  phyfick,  that  theory  without  pra&ice 
will  not  avail.  To  which  I  may  add  that  of  ano¬ 
ther  great  genius  in  phyfick.  Non  excogitanauin 
fed  inveniendum  quid  nat urn  faciat  nut  ferat.  I 
may  venture  to  fay,  that  it  mere  dudying  and 
forming  hypothefes,  would  either  moil  certainly 
find  out  the  caufe  or  cure  of  a  didemper,  the 
Gout  would  not  to  this  day  have  triumphed  o- 
ver  all  the  learned  profcflors.  Let  this  fuffice 
for  an  apology  for  my  pradifing  as  a  phyfician, 
which  fome  are  willing  to  lay  hold  oh,  as  a  mean 
argument  againd  the  ufefulnefs  of  my  remedy 
for  the  Gout.  The  occafion,  by  which  Provi¬ 
dence  was  pleafed  to  ufe  me  as.  the  unworthy  in- 
ftrument  of  ufhering  this  remedy  into  the  world, 
is  this  ;  I  had  been  treated  by  the  Gout,  all 
my  life  long,  in  the  fevered  manner,  and  was 
quite  tired  with  life,  being  laid  up  fometimes 
for  half  a  year  together.  I  tried  lor  it  all  forts 
of  medicine  and  regimen,  without  the  lead  be¬ 
nefit.  At  length  in  May  1729-  I  happily  fell

I  could  give  five  hundred  particular  cafes ;

gentleman*  of  a  plentiful  fortune,  retired  from 
London  to  a  relation’s  at  a  fmall  village  near  Chip - 
ping-norton  in  Qxfordjhire ,  being  mod  miferably 
afRi&ed  with  the  Gout,  there  decently  to  fit 
down,  and  end  his  days  in  torture  and  confine¬ 
ment  ;  not  hoping  for  any  relief,  as  this  diftemper 
had  for  ages  paft  been  deemed  incurable.

This  cure  is  notorious  to  the 
whole  town  of  Stamford,  and  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  :  Since  which,  we  embrocated  both  feet, 
knees,  and  hams,  three  days.  Yefterday,  on  the 
eighth  of  Augiift,  he  returned  into  Oxfordjhire, 
to  regulate  feme  affairs  (for  a  month)  then 
thinks  to  return  hither  for  the  winter  feafon,  to 
be  under  my  further  dirc&ions,  and  doubts 
not  but  I  fhall  reftore  him  to  a  finer  ftate  of 
health  than  he  has  been  in  for  many  years  paft. 
No  doubt  but  a  proper  adminift  ration  of  a 'good. 

remedy* 


remedy,  is  as  neceffary  as  a  good  remedy  ;  and 
for  want  of  a  juft  application,  we  lofe  the  cre¬ 
dit,  and  a  patient  the  advantage,  becaufe  there 
are  many  incidents  which  may  probably  happen 
to  an  ill  habit  of  body,  and  thereby  the  medi¬ 
cine  will  be  condemned  either  by  felf-interefled 
or  evil-defigning  people  ;  for  which  reafon, 
fince  providence  has  favoured  me  with  this  inven¬ 
tion,  I  make  this  dilkmper  my  chief  bufinefs ; 
and  if  any  perfon  defires  my  attendance,  be  it 
at  any  diftance,  I  will  be  ready  to  attend,  if 
fent  for  by  their  ow  n  Servant.

SIR, 

I  Ba,ve  the  favour  of  yours  of  the  17th  paft, 
in  which  you  defire  I  will  give  you  a  parti¬ 
cular  account  of  the  fuccefs  I  have  had  in  the 
life  of  Dr.  Rogers’s  oils  •,  And  as  you  are  a  fel- 
Jow-fnfferer,  I  take  the  opportunity  of  the  very 
firft  poft,  to  apfwer  your  requeft. 

Give  me  leave  to  acquaint  you,  firft,  how  fe- 
yerely  Jhave  been  handled  :  I  was  born  in  1693. 
The  Gout  feiz*d  me  firft  in  1708-9  ;  he  let  me 
alone  until  1719  ;  after  which  I  had  regular  fits, 
fpring  and  fall,  (every  year)  tho*  worfe  and 
yvorfe ;  Its  phief  attacks  were  on  my  hands,  knees 
and  feet.

Stukdqyh  treatife  on  tfte  Gout,  I  refolv’d  to  take 
a  tour  thither  la(l  fummer,  without  mentioning 
my  defign  to,  any  friend,  for  fear  of  being  dif- 
couraged  ;  fo,  according'  to  my  refolution,  I 
went  to  Stamforcl,  where  I  flay’d  near  three, 
months  t  Dr.  Rogers  was  fo  civil  to  entertain* 
me  (uft  tfmi)  at  his  houfe,  where  l  had  the  op- 

S  \  portunitjj, 
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portunity  to  hear  and  fee  every  thing  I  could 
wifh ;  «nothing  was  hid  from  me  but  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  his  fpecific.  I  faw  all  his'  letters  that 
came  to  him  on  the  fubjeft :  I  faw  both  Dr. 
Stukeley  and  himfelf  ufe  the  Oils  with  fuccefs : 
fo  I  ventur’d  oti  them  boldly,  altho’  J  had  no  fit 
of  the  Gout  upon  me,  but  a  weaknefs  in  my 
joints,  »the  natural  confequence  of  the  Gout  * 
however  I  found  I  gather’d  ftfength,  and  I  found 
I  could  walk  better  than  before  the  ufe  of  them:

•letter  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Rogers ,  in  which  I  told 
him  I  {hould  be  glad  all  my  fellow-fufferers  were 
acquainted  of  thefuccefs  I  had  met  with  fromhis 
Oils,  upon  which,  unknown  to  me  (inter  nos)  he 
put  me  in  his  bills,  the  fubjed  of  which  is  fad  ;

YOUR  very  obliging  letter  of  the  pth 
current,  in  anfwer  to  mine  of  the  17th 
paft,  is  before  me  ;  wherein  you  have  given  me 
ample  fatisfa&ion  in  refped  to  the  virtues  of  Dr*
